They were recurring 
stomach problems with no physical rea- 
son. She had not eaten in four days and 
would only want to sleep. She no longer 
was interested in living. 

When | finished your article, | laid it 
down and prayed that God would give 
me the courage and strength for the 
road that lay ahead. My little girl was - 
curled up beside me as | was reading. | 
pulled her onto my lap and prayed with 
her. Her burdened soul unloaded four 
years of anguish...three days later | 
learned that my little toddler was a vic- 
tim, also. 

So where are we now? We immedi- 
ately sought help.

EA ave you ever wished for a thirty- 


hour day? Surely this extra time 
would relieve the tremendous pressure 
under which we live. Our lives leave a 
trail of unfinished tasks. Unanswered 
letters, unvisited friends, unwritten 
articles, and unread books haunt quiet 
moments when we stop to evaluate. We 
desperately need relief. 

But would a thirty-hour day really 
solve the problem? Wouldn’t we soon be 
just as frustrated as we are now with 
our twenty-four allotment? A mother’s 
work is never finished, and neither is 
that of any student, teacher, minister, or 
anyone else we know. Nor will the pas- 
sage of time help us catch up. Children 
grow in number and age to require more 
of our time. Greater experience in profes- 
sion and church brings more exacting 
assignments. So we find ourselves work- 
ing more and enjoying it less.

When we stop to evaluate, we realize 


that our dilemma goes deeper than short- 
age of time; it is basically the problem of 


long hours, totally involved in an impor- 
tant task. The resulting weariness is 
matched by a sense of achievement and 
joy. Not hard work, but doubt and misgiv- 
ing produce anxiety as we review a 
month or year and become oppressed by 
the pile of unfinished tasks. We sense 
uneasily that we may have failed to do 
the important.

We confess, quite apart 
from our sins, “We have left undone those 
things which we ought to have done, and 
we have done those things which we 
ought not to have done.”

Freedom from the tyranny of the ot 
urgent is found in the example and ve 
promise of our Lord. At the end of ay) 
vigorous debate with the Pharisees in 
Jerusalem, Jesus said to those who 
believed in Him: “If you continue in My 
word, you are truly My disciples, and 
you will know the truth, and the truth 
will make you free... Truly, truly, I aay 
to you, everyone who commits sin is a 
slave to sin...So if the Son makes you 
free, you will be free indeed.” (John 
8:31-32,34,36) 

Many of us have experienced Christ’s 
deliverance from the penalty of sin. Are’ 
we letting Him free us from the tyranny 
of the urgent? He points the way: ‘If you 
continue in My word.” Thisisthe wayto 
freedom. Through prayerful meditation 
on God’s Word we gain His perspective. 

P. T. Forsyth once said, “The worst ae 
sin is prayerlessness.” We usually | | 
think of murder, adultery, or theft as 


is self-sufficiency—independence from 
God. When we fail to wait prayerfully 
for God’s guidance and strength we are 
saying, with our actions if not our lips, 
that we do not need Him. How much of 
our service is characterized by “Going 
it alone”? 

The opposite of such independence is 
prayer in which we acknowledge our 
need of God’s instruction and supply. 
Concerning a dependent relationship 
with God, Donald Baillie says: “Jesus 
lived His life in complete dependence 
upon God, as we all ought to live our 
lives. But such dependence does not 
destroy human personality. Man is 
never so truly and fully personal as 
when he is living in complete depen- 
dence upon God. This is how personality 
comes into its own. This is humanity at 
its most personal.” 

Prayerful waiting on God is indis- 
pensable to effective service. Like the 
time-out in a football game, it enables 
us to catch our breath and fix new strat- 
egy. As we wait for directions the Lord 
frees us from the tyranny of the urgent. 
He shows the truth about Himself, our- 
selves, and our tasks. He impresses on 
our minds the assignments He wants us 
to undertake. The need itself is not the 
call; the call must come from God who 
knows our limitations. “The Lord pities 
those who fear Him. For He knows our 
frame; He remembers that we are dust.” 
(Psalm 103:13-14) It is not God who 
f loads us until we bend or crack with an 
} Cr ulcer, nervous breakdown, heart 

attack, or stroke. These come from our 
& inner compulsions coupled with the 
pressure of circumstances. 


The modern businessman recognizes 
this principle of taking time out for eval- 
uation. When Greenwalt was president 
of DuPont, he said, “One minute spent 
in planning saves three or four minutes 
in execution.” Many salesmen have rev- 
olutionized their business and multi- 
plied their profits by setting aside 
Friday afternoon to plan carefully the 


major activities for the coming week. If 


an executive is too busy to stop and 
plan, he may find himself replaced by 
another man who takes time to plan. If 
the Christian is too busy to stop, take 


spiritual inventory, and receive his 


assignments from God, he becomes a 
slave to the tyranny of the urgent. He 
may work day and night to achieve 


- much that seems significant to himself 


and others, but he will not finish the 
work God has for him to do. : 

A quiet time of meditation and prayer 
at the start of a day refocuses our 


relationship with God. Recommit your- 


self to His will as you think of the hours 
that follow. In these unhurried moments 
list in order of priority the tasks to be 
done, take into account commitments 
already made. A competent general al- 
ways draws up his battle plan before he 
engages the enemy; he does not postpone 
basic decisions until the firing starts. But 
he is also prepared to change his plans if 
an emergency demands it. So try to im- 
plement the plans you have made before 
the day’s battle against the clock begins. 
But be open to any emergency interrup- 
tion or unexpected person who may call. 
You may also find it necessary to 
resist the temptation to accept an 
engagement when the invitation first 
comes over the telephone. No matter 
how clear the calendar may look at the 
moment, ask for a day or two to pray for 


guidance before committing yourself. — 
_ Surprisingly the engagement often 


appears less imperative after the plead- 
ing voice has become silent. If you can 
withstand the urgency of the initial 
moment, you will be in a better position 
to weigh the cost and discern whether 
the task is God’s will for you. — 


In addition to your daily quiet time, set 
aside one hour a week for spiritual 
inventory. Write an evaluation of the 
past, record anything God may be teach- 
ing you, and plan objectives for the 
future. Also try to reserve most of one day 
each month for a similar inventory of 


longer range. Often you will fail. Iron- 


ically, the busier you get the more you 


need this time of inventory, but the less 


you seem to be able to take it. You become 
like the fanatic who, when unsure of his 


_ direction, doubles his speed. And frenetic 


service for God can become an escape 
from God. But when you prayerfully take 
inventory and plan your days, it provides 
fresh perspective on your work.

Over the years the greatest continu- 
ing struggle in the Christian life is the 
effort to make adequate time for daily 
waiting on God, weekly inventory, and 
monthly planning. Since this time for 
receiving marching orders is so impor- 
tant, Satan will do everything he can to 
squeeze it out. Yet we know from experi-. 
ence that only by this means can we 
escape the tyranny of the urgent. This is 
how Jesus succeeded. He did not finish 
all the urgent tasks in Palestine or all 
the things He would have liked to do. 
The only alternative to frustration is to 
be sure that we are doing what God 
wants. Nothing substitutes for knowing 
that this day, this hour, in this place we 
are doing the will of the Father. Then 
and only then can we think of all the 
other unfinished tasks with equanimity 
and leave them with God.

Rebekah will be four in July 
and her life is pleasantly cushioned by 
the Christian community we live in, her 
Christian preschool, and the children of 
other ministry families. I'm not com- 
plaining. It's a wonderful environment 
and God’s will for the moment, but I 
want her to grow up understanding it’s a 
big world and that everyone is not as 
blessed as we are. And maybe it’s 
exactly because of our many blessings 
that I want to see the Lord build grati- 
tude and vision into her life. | want my 
children to have a heart for the Lord and 
a heart for the world as well. 

Our suitcases were almost packed 
when I asked Rebekah if she'd like to 
give some of her toys to the children in 
Mexico. She got very excited so | 
handed her a bag and she skipped off to 
her toy shelf. Into the bag went her new 
plastic cabbage patch miniature, a music 
box, several dolls, and other odds and 
ends. It warmed my heart to see her 
share so eagerly—yet I knew she really 


had no idea how many children lack 
what she, and most of us for that matter, 
take for granted in our everyday lives. 

We arrived at the border town of 
McAllen, Texas, around dinner time the 
Thursday before Easter and tried to get a 
good night’s sleep, knowing the next 
day would be a big one—and it was. 

By 9:00 a.m. we were in Reynosa, 
Mexico, at the Calvary Commission 
Training Center for a time of worship be- 
fore the day’s activities. Rather than 
renting a large arena for services, the 
Easter Outreach teams went out to the 
people in several different locations. We 
joined Joe and Charlotte Fauss, the 
directors of Calvary Commission, and 
by early afternoon we had driven to Los 
Cumbres, a small “colonia” (or colony) 
outside of Reynosa. 


The people of these Mexican colonias 
are very poor. The ground is dry and 
dusty, the “houses” in many cases are 
only rickety structures of tin, cardboard, 


and sticks, and the main diet consists of 
beans and rice. There’s usually no run- 
ning water, and the toilets are almost 
always “outback.” 

The exciting thing about this colonia 
in particular was that Calvary Commis- 
sion was building a church there—and 
not just a building, but a church in the 
hearts of the people as well. The walls 
and ceilings were up but that was it. It 
was really just a shell with a dirt floor— 
but it was the nicest building in the 
whole colonia. Once the construction 
was started, the people were so thrilled 
they insisted on holding meetings with 
up to 250 people even before the roof 
was up! 

Rebekah was eager to give out her 
toys, and since there were several chil- 
dren there that afternoon the time 
seemed right. As she opened the bag 
and started handing out her toys the 
children curiously gathered around. 
Their manners would have delighted 
any mother as they waited their turn. No 


one grabbed or grumbled about what 
they received. It was such a blessing. 
The looks on their faces were priceless— 
and Rebekah came away glowing. 

Later that night we returned to that 
same church for a service. Larry Savala, 
the leader of Calvary Commission’s 
work in Belize, gave a powerful missions 
challenge, and | had an opportunity to 
give my testimony with the help of an 
interpreter. 


The children were taken outside for 
a time of praise, and later beans and 
rice were given out to the adults. 
Everyone was grateful to receive the 
ministry as well as the food. It was 
wonderful and yet humbling to hand 
out the food as a “weekend mission- 
ary.” Watching these precious souls 
wait in line for small bags of beans and 
rice and knowing it might be the only 
thing they’d eat that week pricked my 
heart and reminded me to cultivate the 
same gratitude and love | want to see 
developed in my children.

The next day we visited an orphanage 
in the red-light district of Reynosa. Many 
of the children there had been dropped off 
by their parents who couldn’t keep them 
because they were prostitutes, drug 
addicts, or just too poor. The orphanage 
was run by a dedicated Mexican couple 
who had worked with the Salvation Army 
for eight years. There were 39 children 
there that day, but they’ve had up to 69 at 
once—and they refuse to set a limit. They 

want to take in every child that is 
brought to them. One baby was 
extremely malnourished and 
underdeveloped because her 
parents gave her glue to sniff as 
an infant to keep her from cry- 
ing. Many of the children had 
their heads shaved due to lice. 
The building was an old con- 
verted bar. It was neatly 
organized but desperately in 
need of repairs. 

As we started to walk in 

Rebekah noticed an odor that 

ius Ge AR oe | was different and refused to 

> enter. I told her she could go in 

for a few minutes and if she still 

didn’t like the smell she could come back out. I didn’t want 

to force her. We went in and after a few minutes she was 
crying, wanting to leave. 

I walked outside with her and the Lord told me she 
needed to go back in. Rebekah said, “But you told me I 
didn’t have to stay!” I said, “I know I did and I’m really sorry 
but I was wrong. Jesus wants you to go back in and He will 
help you. Many places in the world smell differently. It’s not 
bad. It’s just different. New. And you can’t hold your nose 
again, it will make the children feel bad.” We prayed, asking 
Jesus to help, and walked back in. I honestly didn’t know 
what to expect. I wasn’t going to discipline her if she couldn’t 
do it, but putting a three-year-old in that position could be 
asking for big trouble. But the Lord was really good. She 
stood quietly for a few minutes and the next time I looked 
she was playing with the children. The subject never came 
up again and I knew she had a real victory in her little life. 


Later that aftemoon we took a loooong drive over a bumpy 
dirt road and through 10 gates to a little village called “‘Suffro- 
sa,” or “Sufferer.” Guaranteed nobody just “happens by” this 


place. These type villages, or ‘“‘ejidos,” are a 
government attempt to provide food for the 
country by cooperative farming. The work- 
ers get a portion for their long hours of 
labor. They had no electricity, no running 
water, and no schooling for the children. 
There were 28 houses in this ejido and 
the Calvary Commission leaders received 
permission from the village elder to holda 
service. The men stood under one tree 
and the women under another as they 
heard about the love of Jesus, and their 
wide Indian faces reflected real interest as 
they listened. Many came forward for 
prayer at the end and brought their sick 
children for prayer too. They were given 
Bibles, clothing, and food. And of course— 
toys for the children. The people of Suffrosa were so 
warm, friendly, and grateful that it was hard to 
leave. Calvary Commission will be sending workers 
back to continue ministry to these beautiful hidden 
people of Mexico. 


As we left the ejito I sipped a steaming hot coke 
and reflected on our short but full time in Mexico. | 
thought I had taken Rebekah—but she had taken 
me too. Her little sing-song voice sang a new song 
all the way back to the border. “Jestis yo Te amo, 
Jesis yo Te amo a Ti. Por que Ta me has salvado, 
Jestis yo Te amo a Ti... Jesus I love You, Jesus I love 
You. Because You have saved me, Jesus I love You.” 

It was a real blessing to see the gifts so many of 
you have sent, given to the needy in the name 
of the Lord. The hearts of the people were 
touched by the little bit of love each gift repre- 
sented. If you can ever attend a Mexico Out- 
reach, or any other missions outreach for that 
matter, | encourage you to do so. And if you 
possibly can, take your children along with you. 

I assure you, you will never be the same.

A: the time this Newsletter went to 
press, we were still working fever- 
ishly towards the June 9th “Americans 
Against Abortion Los Angeles Rally.”

The Plot Thickens 


Only a couple of months before the 
scheduled L.A. Rally we were introduced 
to Pastors Norman Stone and Jerry 
Horn, two committed brothers with an 
incredible burden from the Lord—to 
walk coast to coast, bringing attention 
to the plight of the unborn. (Norman will 
be walking the entire 3200-mile jour- 
ney, and Jerry will drive the support 
vehicle.)

“What Is Last Days Ministries?” 


Last Days Ministries is a body of believers who are committed to the Lord Jesus, to one another, and to reaching the world for 
the Kingdom of God. We desire more than anything else to serve Jesus with all our hearts, and to be obedient to His leading-—first 
as individuals, and then together as a ministry. We try to use the most effective means available to accomplish His purposes in the 
Church, the world, and in our own individual lives. 

Last Days Ministries really began as a natural outpouring of the new life that Keith and Melody Green had found in Christ. They 
never really set out to try to start a ministry—it simply resulted when they sought God about how they could personally meet the 
needs that they saw around them. After yielding their lives fully to God in the spring of 1975, Keith and Melody felt compelled to do 
anything they could to reach others with the Gospel, and help them grow in the knowledge and love of God. They began to open 
their home to people in need, and as time went on, more and more people became involved. As they grew in maturity, so did the 
scope of the ministry. So, what actually started out as a small house ministry in the suburbs of the San Fernando Valley in 
California, gradually developed into what is known today as Last Days Ministries. 

As the Lord began to open the doors for expanded ministry, we were able to relocate to the quiet countryside of East Texas. The 
added “breathing room” has been more than welcome, since our staff has grown to almost 150! Our offices, printing and artroom 
facilities, cafeteria/worship center, and almost all of our housing are right here in our own backyard—and we are extremely 
grateful to be a part of something that we can give our whole heart to. 


Keith Goes Home 
On July 28th, 1982, Keith Green was ina small plane crash along with two of his children, Josiah David (almost 4) and Bethany 
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fourth child, and their daughter Rebekah Joy had just celebrated her first birthday. Rachel Hope was born on March 22nd, 1983. 
Their foster daughter Dawn is on staff with the ministry. 

Our brother Keith was only 28 years old when he entered eternity. Although his time with us was short, his zeal and boldness 
have left a lasting impression on the Christians of this generation. Melody is continuing on in the ministry, desiring to fulfill the 
vision that God gave to her and Keith. Although we miss our brother beyond words, Melody and the rest of us have been 
encouraged by the renewed and strengthened vision that the Lord has given us for pressing forward in the work. 

There are several different avenues of ministry that the Lord has given us the privilege to take part in, and we would like to take a 
few minutes to give you a small glance at each of them. 


The Last Days Newsletter 


The word “newsletter” might be just a bit misleading, since our Newsletter is really a small, colorful magazine. It is published 
every six to eight weeks, and it’s filled with articles and messages to encourage and challenge every reader to draw closer to Jesus. 
Subscriptions are free of charge, but need to be renewed once a year. Some of our most frequent contributors include men and 
women of God such as Leonard Ravenhill, Winkie Pratney, David Wilkerson, and Melody Green. And of course, we still continue to 
publish messages and teachings by Keith from time to time. 

Back in 1978, when the Newsletter was first published, it was just eight pages long, hand folded and hand mailed to about 6,000 
people. Now it’s over 40 pages long, full of original, colorful artwork, and reaches more than 350,000 people worldwide—and a 
subscription to The Last Days Newsletter still costs the same as when we started . . . nothing! 


Tracts, Tracts, And More Tracts! 


Once our little Newsletter started getting around, more and more people began requesting back-issues so that they could read 
the previous articles, or pass them on to their friends. We soon realized that we would quickly run out of these past issues, and so 
we started reprinting the rhain articles in pamphlet form. As with the Newsletter, we have always made every effort to make our 
literature attractive, colorful, and easy to read. Each tract is carefully and lovingly designed. But even more importantly, we are 
blessed that the Lord has been able to use these tools to help thousands to draw closer to Him. 

The demand was so much greater than we ever expected! Little did we know when we sent out our first tracts in the spring of 
1979, that we would have printed over 30 million by September of 1984! Currently we distribute about 200,000 a week, and they are 
available in Christian bookstores all across the country. Some of the tracts are already printed in Spanish, and we are currently 
working on translations into many different languages so that they can be distributed outside of America. Our goal is to reach the 
world with the love of Jesus!

ost Christians have at least an intellectual understanding that with Christ all 
#ithings are possible. We know that He gives us power to live victorious 
lives, and we believe that old things have passed away and all things have be- 
come new. Yet, even after a conversion experience, and in spite of being 
drenched in Christian seminars, conferences, and Bible training programs, many 
of us discover that our thought-life is still in the same old rut of sinful thinking. 
The tension produced by what we know compared to what we are leads 
some Christians to believe that the practice of sin in their life is inevitable and that 
victory is a wonderful idea but only possible in heaven or at some future date. 
I want you to know, however, that there can and should be increasing 
victory in our overcoming sin, whether in “thought, word, or deed.” Jesus 
came, died, and rose again to break the power of sin once and for all. But the 
grace to overcome must first be applied to our mind if the victory is to spread 


naturally to our actions. 


In Romans 12:2, Paul tells us not to 
be “conformed to this world but be 
transformed by the renewing of your 
mind...” The word “renewing” sug- 
gests a process. At conversion God 
gives us a new spirit, but that doesn’t 
mean when we’re saved we become 
instantly mature in the Lord. Rather, 
the Spirit of God, interacting with the 
new spirit in us, goes to work devel- 
oping the character of Christ within 
us. This development of godly char- 
acter begins a process which will con- 
tinue for the rest of our lives. 

During a typical day we constantly 
use our will and mind making deci- 
sions and responding to the circum- 
stances of life. The general sequence 
of events looks like this: We think 
about something—our thoughts pro- 
duce an attitude toward the focus of 
our thinking—our thoughts plus our 
attitude produce an emotional re- 
sponse—then we act out what we 
have thought about. 

God has created us in such a way 
that our actions follow our thoughts. 
Many Scripture verses display this 
principle. For example Jeremiah 11:8 
says, “They obeyed not, nor inclined 
their ear, but walked every one in 
the imagination of their evil heart.” 


God, speaking here of a rebellious 
nation, states that the people acted 
out what they imagined in their 
minds. (In both Hebrew and Greek 
the words used for “heart” are con- 
nected with the function of the mind.) 


An even clearer statement is found 
in Proverbs 23:6-7, “Do not eat the 
bread of a selfish man, or desire his 
delicacies; for as he thinks within 
himself, so he is.” This proverb is so- 
bering because it cuts through the icing 
of outward actions by implying that the 
way we think is the way we are. 

Too often we assess a person’s 
spirituality by how they act in church. 
But anyone can look saintly at a wor- 
ship service! A more accurate gauge 
of our “saintliness” takes place when 
we are laying in bed late at night with 
the lights out, alone with our thoughts. 
What do we think about when there’s 
nobody around to impress? Where do 
our fantasies take us? Do we engage in 
sensual or self-gratifying daydreams? 
Are we criticizing our neighbor or plot- 
ting revenge? Do we desire positions 
or possessions that God has not re- 
leased to us? If so, we are program- 
ming ourselves for defeat. 


Getting In the Groove 


The failure to discipline the mind will 
ultimately produce bondage to bad hab- 
its both in thought and action. The 
wrong thoughts we entertain over a per- 
iod of time become easier to dwell on. 

Picture a farmer driving his tractor 


down a dirt road. When the road is new, . 


the smooth grade allows the farmer to 
easily drive from side to side. But if the 
farmer constantly drives in the same 
place, ruts or grooves begin to form in 
the road and it becomes increasingly dif- 
ficult to steer his tractor. Eventually, if 


the road isn’t smoothed over, the ruts 
2 become so deep that the tractor tires just 
ie naturally follow them. : 


In the same way, someone who con- 
tinues to have sinful thought patterns 
soon finds it easier to let his mind “fall 
into a rut” than to steer down the right 
path. If a person doesn’t heed the con- 
viction of the Holy Spirit and continues 


to let his mind go, he will reap the conse- — 


quences of his fleshly habit. 


The Great Escape 


A number of years ago I dealt with a 
young man who had been rejected by 
his parents because his birth was “an 
accident.” From birth the message he 
received was, “We don’ twant you. ” Life 
was such an unpleasant experience for 
him that he decided to escape the reality 
by living in a fantasy world created by his 
own imagination. 

In this new world he was the hero, 


the knight in shining armor. Once he 
_ reached adolescence, sexual desires 


entered his fantasy world. At that point, 
his thought-life moved into the seduc- 
tive world of sexual pleasure. This 
young man would spend the majority 


of his time feeding his mind with | 


graphic, sexual thoughts. Eventually 
he tryed to satisfy his lust through por- 


nography. Like the farmer driving his — 


tractor, it became easier for him to let 
his thoughts follow the ruts rather than 
steer away from them. Habit produced 
bondage.

Some are driven by fear, constantly enter- 


taining anxious thoughts. They worry. 


about crime, lack of approval, the possi- 
bility of failure, or the nuclear threat. 
Others are obsessed with bitterness, 
focusing their thoughts on someone 
who betrayed them or maybe someone 
who dared to cross their will. Their 
thoughts of retaliation produce the bitter 


feeling of resentment. This person may _ 


even become more susceptible to dis- 


ease as a result of his bitterness, which — q 
some doctors say produces stress hor- 


mones in the body. Still others find 


themselves prisoners of distrust and jeal- 4 


ousy—their emotional antennas con- 
stantly scan the air, looking for evidence 
to confirm their suspicions. 


Think Before You Act 


The point is this: Our thought-life is q 


the foundation on which our actions are 
built. This is the principle behind Jesus’ 
words in Matthew 5:27-28, “You have 
heard that it was said, ‘You shall not 


commit adultery;’ but I say to you, that 3 
everyone who looks ona woman to lust ~ 
for her has committed adultery with her ~ 


already in his heart.” In the eyes of the 


Lord, entertaining just the thought of 4 
adultery is in itself a form of adultery. — 
Letting your mind go the wrong way will 


lead your life the wrong way.

No Place to Hide 


So, what do we do in order to gain 
victory in the battle for the mind? First, 
let me state one obvious fact: God can 
read our minds. “...for the Lord 
searches all hearts, and understands 
every intent of the thoughts. ” (I Chron. 
28: 9) “The Lord knows the thoughts of 
man.” (Psalm 94:11) Nothing is done in 
secret. There is Someone who always 
sees. That’s a sobering thought and 
should convince us that what we think 
about can be either a source of joy to 
God, or a source of grief. What kind of 
response do your thoughts produce in 
God’s great Father heart? 


Are Bygones Gone? 


Another key concept is found in Mat- 
thew 6:34. Jesus said, “Do not be anx- 
ious for tomorrow.” We focus most of 
our thoughts toward either the past or 
the future. A worrying person constantly 
thinks about the possibility of future 


harm or failure. His thought-life centers 


| hope the auto salvage has a 
tailgate to fit my pickup.

on a lot of “what ifs.” Those who dwell — 
on the past usually fill their mind with 
“the good old days” or painful experi- 
ences. If we entertain pictures in our 
mind of past hurts, our emotions begin 
to relive those experiences. We find that _ 
the past still has a hold on us—influenc- 
ing and tainting our present relationships 
even though the incident may have > 
taken place forty years ago. 

These fears of worry and doubt are 
the enemies of faith and will hinder spir- 
itual growth. Jesus knew the kind of 
damage they bring to a person’s life. — 
Right before He warned about worrying, 
He said, “seek first His Kingdom and His 


righteousness.” (Matt. 6:33) The King- 


dom of God is a worthy subject for your 
thoughts—worry is not. : 


Garbage In—Garbage Out : 


The young person who plugs into his oS 
stereo for hours at a time, filling his 


mind with music that doesn’t edify his 
spirit, is only fooling himself when he 


says he’s not listening to the lyrics, only _ ] j 


the beat. That’s not possible! Once you | 
hear the message it’s sent to your brain 


and recorded in your memory. How 


many times have you heard a musical 


commercial somewhere? You might 
have consciously “tuned out” at that 
point, but four hours later you find 
yourself mowing the lawn and hum- 
ming, “... you deserve a break to- 
day...at McDonald’s.” 

The input our mind receives does 
affect us, even though we might not real- 
ize it at the time. The mind is like a 
sponge. Whatever the sponge absorbs 
will come out when it’s squeezed. Gar- 
bage in, garbage out! Truth in, truth out! 

We've all known marriages where this 
was the tragic case. A husband may tell 
his wife he loves her, yet entertain 


thoughts of unfaithfulness. If those 


thoughts are allowed into the mind, this 
husband feels an increasingly strong drive 
to act them out. It may take years, but if 
he’s in a time of stress or temptation, his 
actions may fall right in line with his 
thoughts. Pressure, crisis, or temptation 


are ways we’re squeezed. At that point, 
the things held inside come pouring out. 


The Inner Fight 


Speaking of temptation, let’s look for 
a moment at James 1:14-15. “But each 
one is tempted when he is carried away 
and enticed by his own lust. Then when 
lust has conceived it gives birth to sin; 
and when sin is accomplished, it brings 
forth death.” 


During temptation, there’s always _ 
time to stop and think about the conse- _ 


quences of giving in to either God or self. 


Often temptation crosses our path when 3 : 
we’re merely going our merry way with _ 
no desire to sin. The temptation itself — 


isn’t sin, but if we stop and contemplate 


the temptation, we usually wind up 


rationalizing the sin. We become “en- 
ticed” (the Greek word used means 
“beguiled”). But notice we are enticed 
by our own lust. The word “lust” simply 
means “strong desire.” The platform for 
temptation is already within us if we have 
any strong desires that are ungodly. 
Satan is smart enough to tempt us 
where we’re susceptible. Because Satan 
isn’t a creator but rather an exploiter, he 
can only use something which already 
exists and twist its proper use. Unresolved 
sin allows the enemy a foothold on which 


to focus his attacks. Our response to this 


temptation should be three-fold: 1. Sub- 
mit to God (James 4:7a) by responding 
to His conviction of sin; 2. Resist the devil 
(James 4:7b) by taking authority over 
him; and 3. Flee temptation and pursue 
righteousness (I Tim. 6:11, II Tim. 2:22). 


The point to remember is that you — 


can’t flee from what you still hold in your 
mind. You can’t just make your mind go 
blank or just fight against the thought. 
Instead, you need to replace the 


thoughts or pictures with thoughts that E 


will edify and lift your soul toward 


God—a favorite verse or song or aspon- | 


taneous prayer of thanks for every good 
thing you can think of.

Food For Thought 


There are a number of commands 
given in God’s Word which spell out 
things we should do in order to disci- 
pline our mind. Philippians 4:8 says, 
“Finally brethren, whatever is true, 
whatever is honorable, whatever is 
right, whatever is pure, whatever is 
lovely, whatever is of good repute, if 
there is any excellence and if anything 
worthy of praise, let your mind dwell 
on these things.” You don’t have to 
force your mind to dwell on these 
things, let your mind dwell on them. 
This verse sums up God’s standard for 
our thought-life by giving an eight-fold 
“thought gauge” which we could dia- 
gram like this: 


8. Praise, Praise- 2. Honorable, 
Noble, Honest 


God designed the mind to grow and 
flourish as it’s fed these right things. But 
if we saturate our thoughts with things 
that don’t meet God’s glorious stan- 


dard, the mind begins to react in ad- 
verse ways. It was not designed to 
handle garbage. 


Taking Out The Trash 


Every experience we've hadis record- 
ed in our memory. If the sum of our life 
experience is negative and self-gratify- 
ing, that backlog of memory can have a 
powerful influence over our present cir- 
cumstances. It’s important that we go to 
work eliminating the effects of those 
experiences. 

One way to aid this process is what we 
could call the principle of diluting. If a 
truck carrying a toxic substance has a 
wreck on the freeway, a specialized crew 
is called to clear the toxins from the 
scene. To completely clear the con- 
tamination they'd have to get rid of the 
pavement, the dirt, and everything that’s 
affected. Instead, they spray a liquid on 
the contaminated area which dilutes the 
toxin, rendering it harmless. 

In a similar way, we can cancel the poi- 
sonous effects of the past by diluting them 
and covering them with God’s Word. 
Ephesians 5:26 says Jesus sanctified the 
Church, “having cleansed her by the 
washing of water with the word...” As 
we meditate on the Word and act on what 
we learn, we receive cleansing and purify- 
ing benefits. The disciplines of Bible medi- 
tation and Scripture memorization are 
important tools which not only bring 
cleansing, but also help us remain whole- 
hearted in Christian practice.

Determine To Win 


Another strong directive from 
Scripture is I Peter 1:13: “Therefore, 
gird your minds for action, keep 
sober in spirit, fix your hope com- 
pletely on the grace to be brought to 
you at the revelation of Jesus Christ.” 
The word “gird” carries the idea of 
preparation. A person involved in 
warfare doesn’t casually or passively 
wander into battle. He does what- 
ever is necessary to prepare himself, 
insuring the best possible chances for 
victory. Girding our minds includes 
being “sober in spirit.” It means 
being serious-minded in our deter- 
mination to persevere. Don’t settle 
for partial victory. 

Peter also tells us “Fix your hope 
completely on the grace to be 
brought to you at the revelation of 
Jesus Christ.” And Hebrews 12:2 
says, “... fixing your eyes on 
Jesus...” To fix means to focus or 
concentrate. I believe that the pri- 
mary way to discipline our mind is to 
learn to focus our thoughts on God, 
His ways, and His character. The 
more you gaze upon Him, the more 
you will be drawn to Him. As we find 


selves and toward Christ, there is a 
growing dissatisfaction with anything 
that distracts us from seeing Him. 


Swing Your Sword! 


The bottom line is this: There’s a 
battle for our minds, and we cannot 
be passive spectators assuming that 
God will take care of it all—while we 
do nothing. God is already doing His 
part to convict, expose, and bring 
healing. He has committed Himself 
to bring us victory if we will follow His 
instructions. It is now time for us to 
wage aggressive action. 

Il Cor. 10:5 declares that we are to 
take every thought captive. God’s 
Word gives us no excuse for not de- 
veloping a renewed mind. Spiritual 
weapons have been made available 
to us for the battle, but those weap- 
ons are powerless unless they are 
used. Victory can be accomplished if 
we will simply give ourselves to 
God’s Word and His Spirit. God is 
more than able to overcome the 
enemy’s tactics against us. Will you 
now respond to God’s provision by 
picking up your weapons and resolv- 
ing to do battle until the victory is won
